to n healthful growth. 
As the real 
founder of the sect in America, she 
and her daughter Laura have always 
been 
the 
acknowledged 
heads and 
leaders, 
esp ecially 
in 
Washington. 
Plunging at the same time into the 
work of p ractical charity, Mrs 
Bar 
oey founded the Neighborhood House, 
« n institution that has been p roduc­ 
tive of a w'orld of good to the needy 
*;nd unfortunate of Washington. 
These multip le interests, however, 
a s well as the conduct of her vast es 
tate, were all subordinate to the build 
jug of the “Studio House,” as she 
calls it, commenced about seven years 
ego.

Some of the most imp osing of this 
p ap er currency is not a leg.il tender 
at all. while as to the minor coins they 
are legal tender in such small amounts 
as to startle the average layman 
It 
may be well to recall to this layman 
that the term “legal tender” awes Its 
significance to the fact that in p ay­ 
ment of debt or obligation of any kind 
it can Ik* forced up on the crVditor “in 
full of all demands." 
Looking up on 
this formidable classification, of I nited 
S ta te s money as made by the treasury 
dep artment, it becomes more formid­ 
able when it is considered from the 
highly technical p oint iY view as a 
legal tender. 
Gold certificates, Bii» r>r certificates 
and national bank notes, of 
which 
such 
enormous 
numbers 
circulate 
everywhere, are not legal tender. 
If 
you have p lenty of money, and if you 
have forced Jones to sue you in order 
to get judgment, Jones cun turn down 
every one of these bills tendered in 
p ayment 
and 
force 
>ou to dig 
up 
something better. 
Should Jones do sueh a thing, you 
might conceive the idea of fixing him 
by unloading a whoi® lot of silver 
coins up on him. 
But you want 
to 
know what you’re doing there, too. for 
he’ll take only $10 worth of halves, 
q uarters and dimes, wnile as to nickels 
and cop p er cents, only 25 cents value 
Is legal tender. 
But as to the standard silver dollar, 
there’s no limit up on your shoveling 
them out to Jones. 1 his old "dollar of 
our dads” still is the real thing in all 
business 
transactions 
unless 
some 
clause in 
a 
contract 
has p rovided 
otherwise. 
Jones may refuse the nil 
ver certificate, but when you dig up 
the metal dollar, they go unq uestioned 
at their face value. 
And 1,000 of them 
weigh 58 92 p ounds.

doubt, find numerous clients. 
So he 
bought a watch, made for the Duke of 
Bssex, and then worked up a business 
with it.

Miss 
Belleville visits Greenwich at the be­ 
ginning of every week, her chronome­ 
ter is corrected, and she is given an 
official certificate.

London.—Radium is now b eing pro­ 
duced in appreciab le quantities in the 
east end of London. 
This 
announcement, 
which 
will 
irouse considerab le interest in the sci­ 
entific world, was made b y Sir William 
Ramsay, who had the satisfaction of 
showing to a party at the radium fac- 
‘ory estab lished 
in 
Thomas 
street, 
Limehouse, b y the St. 
Ives 
consoli­ 
dated mines, a sample of the precious 
mineral which had b een manufactured 
in the spot. 
It will he rememb ered that it was on 
’he recommendation of Sir William 
limself that the factory was b uilt. 
He 
xperimented with some high grade 
pitchb lende concentrate ob tained from 
he Trenwith mine, and reported that 
le had “recovered from this ore a con- 
dderab le portion of radium in an ap­ 
proximately fair state.” 
So the factory at 
Limehouse 
was 
» rected for the manufacture of ra- 
Jium on a commercial b asis, and no 
statement had b een made as to the re­ 
mits of the enterprise until now. 
Up 
o the present 5,500 milligrams of 10 
)er cent, radium (or 550 milligrams of 
)ure radium) have b een produced. 
Arthur SchifT. a director of the com- 
>any, informed a reporter that they 
proposed to put this amount upon the 
narket in the course of a day or two. 
Te thought it would fetch anything 
rom £ 10,000 to £ 20.^00. 
“ We shall 
ry to keep it in this country,” he add- 
>d. 
At present 
the radium 
is 
b eing 
stored in a specially constructed safe 
ined with lead and asb estos and re- 
narkab le precautions are taken to In­ 
sure its safety. 
The process which is b eing adopted 
Lt Limehouse is much more rapid than 
iny in use on the continent. 
In de- 
icrib ing this process Sir William Ram- 
ay said that the pitchb lende ore was 
lelivered in a concentrated form. 
The 
tranium, and iron and uranium was

>recipitate the radium out of the clear 
iquid. 
When precipitated the radium was 
on verted into radium b romide.

As illustrating the certainty of the 
‘rocess in use at Limehouse, he men- 
lored that of 530 grams produced only 
>ne milligram would b e left b ehind in 
he liquid. 
Up to now just over half a 
rram had b een extracted at Lime- 
louse. b ut the process is now going on 
ontinuously and the works are laid 
ut to produce one gram a month. 
So 
ar only five or six grams are known 
o have b een produced in the whole 
t’orld. 
“It has b een suposed,” said Sir Wil­ 
iam, “that Austrian pitchb lende is par- 
Icularly rich in radium, b ut it is 
no 
icher than any other. 
Moreover, the 
upply o f pitchb lende in Cornwall, a s 
ar as I can fudge, is much larger than 
n Austria . There is no o ther so urce 
f supply of such ma g nitude known a t 


present. 
The supply of 
radium 
in 
Great Britain is assured." 
Sir William remarked that polonium 
(one of the discoveries of Mme. Curie) 
could also b e extracted b y a simple 
process from the ore on which they 
were working. 
It had not b een done 
at present, b ecause polonium had nev­ 
er b een b rought into the market, b ut 
it was prob ab le that later it would 
b e found useful in medicine.

vision for the transportation of wild 
animals. 
Heretofore all trade b etween 
the

ports 
with additional danger 
in

and increased cost of transportation. 
By the direct route the animals may 
step from the jungle onto the deck 
of the steamship, so to speak, and 
with all the comforts of home set sail 
for New York, where the ostiieh at 
least promises to b ecome somewhat 
of a prob lem to the customs officials. 
In its b id for wild animal patronage 
the Hamb urg-Amerlcan line gives out 
the 
following 
unique 
schedule 
of 
rates: 
Animals no larger than an 
ostrich, $25; animals no larger than 
a lion, tiger or leopard. $100; animals 
no taller than a giraffe, $200; animals 
no larger than an adult elephant, $2u0. 
Any of ihe jungle elite desiring de 
luxe accommodations must make spe­ 
cial arrangements, the ab ove prices 
b eing the minimum rates and provid­ 
ing only for the jungle passengers b e­ 
ing crated and fed b y the ship's crew, 
although the line will not b e respon­ 
sib le for the delivery of the animals j 
alive a nd healthy.

the cuisine for animal passengers will

POLLUTED DRINKING WATER 
ENDANGERS FARMERS’ HEALTH 


Often Results Fro m Neg lect o r Ig no ra nce o f Ha rmful Effects 
o f Pla cing W ell in Clo se Pro x im ity 
to Sta bles. 


In the city the sanitary condition of 
| homos is maintained chiefly b y a sys­ 
tem of co-operation and centralization 
which b rings into existence extensive 
sewerage systems, water supplies, and 
the collection of house waste b y pub ­ 
lic authority. 
In the country—and more particu­ 
larly in Isolated districts—the 
condi­ 
tions affecting the health of the house­ 
hold are largely in its own hands, and 
more individual effort Is required to 
maintain healthful surroundings than 
In cities. 
The 
farmer must supply 
himself 
and 
family 
with 
drinking 
water, and must get rid of the waste 
of the household as b est he can. 
The chief dangers which threaten 
the health of rural inhab itants are 
those arising from polluted drinking 
water. 
This is often the result 
of 
neglect or ignorance of the 
harmful 
effects of placing a well in close prox- 


Too much care cannot b e b estowed 
upon the household well, it should b e 
guarded jealously, and all means ap­ 
plied to put the water ab ove any sus­ 
picion of b eing impure. This Is espe­ 
cially true in dairies where w ell water 
is used in cleaning the milk cans, and 
where 
steam 
and 
b oiling 
w’ater 
have 
not 
yet 
found their way for 
this end. 
The well itself must b e so construct­ 
ed that Impurities cannot get into it 
irom ab ove or from the sides. 
If 
water can soak into it after passing 
through a few feet of soil only, lt can­ 
not b e regarded as secure from pollu­ 
tion. 
To prevent this, the well may 
b e provided with a w atertight wall 
b uilt of hard-b urned b rick and cement 
down to the water level. 
The outside 
surface of the wall should b e 
cov­ 
ered with a thin layer of cement, and

The water in the w’ell is infected from 
the household 
excrement and b arn­ 
yard drainage, and 
its use leads to 
typhoid fever and other diseases. Wells 
are exposed to contamination b y the 
surface water from rain, house slops 
and b arnyard drainage, which finds its 
way into the well 
at or near the sur­ 
face of the ground.

Owing to the increased emigration 
from the b order and middle lands of 
Scotland to the United States and 
Canada, farm holders there appear to

There are

which women and girls are employed 
in preparing, tilling and harvesting 
the crops. 
In many instances it is 
claimed that they give b etter satisfac­ 
tion than men, their steady and care­ 
ful truck farming in garden and field 
showing 
increased 
results. 
These 


hardy girl and women farmers work 
in 
groups, and 
judging from 
their 
singing and happy air while at work 
are a contented lot. 
It Is no uncom­ 
mon sight to see half a dozen or more 
hoeing or planting in regular lines so 
as to work across the field at one 
time. 
In this method of keeping the 
work together the result of the day’s 
lab or for each woman farmer is easily 
seen. 
An older woman or man usual­ 
ly acts as overseer. 
The wages of 
each full-grown woman is 36 cents per 
day ordinarily, while In harvest time 
they earn for eight hours’ time from 
GO to 72 cents. 
Men farmers do the 
heavier work, such as plowing, cut­ 
ting and b uilding roads and fences, 
and earn $4.38 to $5.34 per week with 
house rent free.

States fo r appo sitio n o r an appeal to 
the president o f a glue trust fo r a jo b

C h il d like Faith of Some. 
Ig no rance o r a childlike belief in 
the supernatural po wers o f the po stal 
o fficials also inspired the fo llo wing 
effusive, tho ugh vague, inscriptio n o f 
a rather dirty envelo pe dro pped in the 
main o ffice: 
“To my co usin, Martha Small, who 
lives in Organ and who was go ln’ to 
mo ve to Mo ntannel " 
Ano ther missive with a no madic ad­ 
dress was o do ro us with my stery . 
It 
was directed:

A piece o f handiwo rk wo rthy o f the 
Immo rtal “ H andr Andy " is ex hibited 
by a letter which, besides the stamp, 
bo re o nly 011 its face this writing:
